The po- 
lice, witliout resistnnce, prevented 
groups from forming. l*'ifteeu portions 
were arrested. It is reported thut 
Louis Michel was among the number. 
1'he police burred the passage of 50t' 
men who were marching to the rosi- 
deuce of President Grovy. 

After the crowd "as dispersed a 
mob of 1900 returned and broke win- 
dows and overturned carriages. The 
police finally scatterod the mob. The 
report that Louis;: Michel was arrest- 
ed is denied. 

Baden Baden, March 11.— Prince 
Gortacliakoff, ex-chancellor of Russia, 
is dead. 

St. pETEitsucitu, March 11. — 
Among the prisoners to bo arraigned 
at the approaching trial of nihilists are 
several important criminals, throe na- 
val officers, and Kobsoff, constructor 
of the famous mine in the little gar- 
den. 

Dcnr.iv, Man li 9. — A man named 
Modneti-nn, recently sentenced for 
agitation, lias been arrested in connec 
lion with mailing a parcel containing 
dynamite, addressed to Karl Spencer, 
in Bully D'eliote post-office. 

Uradkoud, March 9. — Oates Ingham 
it Son, dyersJiere, have failed. Liabil- 
ities, X 130,000. 

Dublin', -March 9. — .Tenkinson, di- 
rector of the Irish criminal investi- 
gation, states that lv.'.ni ha« been un 
der police supervision for some time, 
but left Ireland Thursday. He be- 
lieves Kgan fled because ho thought 
that if Sheridan was extradited impor- 
tant papers would come to the hands 
of the authorities. Letters from Kgan 
were found date 1 October and Novem- 
ber, 1881, at which time the invinci- 
blcs were established. One of these 
letters expresses the hope that Carey 
will succeed in the work be has on 
hand. The Hight is regarded as afford- 
ing the strongest moral evidence to in- 
timate the connection of the bind 
league with the (-rimes in Ireland. 

London, March 9. — The name of 
the steamer lost on the w ay from Copen- 
hagen to Leith was Navarre, not N en- 
vane, as first reported. Four male 
emigrants were' rescued. Five oth'-r 
passengers were rui board n fishing 
smack. Altogether six of the crew 
and ten passengers were saved. Tues- 
day, when '200 miles from Christiana, 
the Navarre was struck by a heavy- 
sea. The cargo shifted, and Wednes- 
day the fore hold tilled. When the 
tishing smack approached the Navarre 
ten men took a boat and boarded the 
smack. The smack sailed annuel the 
sinking steamer, but having no boat 
was unable to render assistance, the 
emigrants in the meantime clinging to 
the rigging and the sea washing over 
them. In a short time another smack 
arrived. The Navarre's men endeavor- 
ed to reach her in another boat, but it 
swamped, and all were drowned. The 
steamer arrived only in time to rescue 
six persons struggling in the water, 
the Navarre foundering. 

Paius, March 11. -Socialists intend 
to, Hold a meeting to day at the Place 
de Hotel do Ville. Riots are expect- 
ed. Several of the persons arrested 
on the Esplanade des Invalides dis- 
played revolvers. 

In the chamber of deputies yester- 
day, the minister of the interior, le- 
ply ing to ( 'assagnac, said t he republic- 
ans condemned and the monarchists 
encouraged disorderly meetings. The 
government would enforce order with 
all the. means at its disposal. 

Do ('assagnac protested against the 
charges made against the monarchists. 
He asserted that the republicans were 
responsible for the riots which were 
only beginning, and said the people 
starved when Ferry was in power. 

The minister of the interior rejoined 
that Cassagnac's speech showed who 
were pleased at the riots. 

Count, do Maille, legitimist, said: 
"You are a calumniator." 

The minister added that different 
measures would be taken to disperse 
future meetings. 

The Count de Mun. Catholic leader, 
said a cavalry charge would not solve 
the social question. 

Paris, March 11. — Nineteen per- 
sons arrested yesterday were, sentenced 
to various terms, Maarmun getting six 
months. The government will posi- 
tively prevent the proposed meeting of 
socialists to-day. No one will bo all- 
owed to approach the Hotel de Ville. 

Paius, March 11. — Tbe police dis- 
persed several groups of socialists in 
the Place de Hotel do Ville. They 
made no resistance. Fifteen hundred 
persons afterwards reassembled, but 
the police and mounted municipals a- 
gain dispersed them and *rr«t«d (1 v» 



persons. The crowd is now marching 
to thu Place du Trone, which i.-s guar- 
ded. 

PARIS, March 11.— It is said that a 
warrant has been issued for the arrest 
of Louise Michel, charging her with 
inciting to ovcrhrow . the established 
government. These charges render 
her liable to a penalty of from seven 
to twenty years imprisonment at hard 
labor. 

Paris, March 1 1. — To-day's arrests 
number 15. It was determined today 
to invite all the socialists to a great 
meeting in the Champ de Mars on the 
18th inst. Violence towards the po- 
lice and troops was urged. 'Louise 
Michel is in hiding to avoid rearrest. 

Paius, March 11. — Frank Byrne 
intends to go to the United States 
and settle down. 

Nkw York, March It). — //(-)•«/</'■>■ 
Paris special : The manifestations of 
workmen announced for to-day, at one 
time assumed disquieting proportions. 
Louise Michel climbed the ladder of a 
bill poster, near the Rue Tavit, and 
harangued a crowd. The police* drovo 
back the orator and audience, into ave- 
nues leading into the Esplanades des 
Anvalides. Six persons were arrested. 
Among them was Mdde. Kratey, for- 
merly prefect of police. 

Towards 5 o'clock a crowd formed 
before the Palace Bourbon. Having 
refused to disperse, they were charged 
by the cavalry, and tied. On the left 
bank of the Seine a column of rioters, 
with Louise Michel at its head, and 
holding a black flag, committed some 
outrages. At half past five an enor- 
nious crowd again sssenibled on the 
Esplanade des Imulidea, the boule- ! 
vard, La Tour Foubarg, the place de | 
la Concorde, and the Quai de Orsay, 
where the cavalry charged several 
times. A number of persons were 
wounded. By half past, eight the 
crowd Dad been dispersed, and order 
was restored. Little importune- at- 
tached to the outbreak. 

London, March 10. - The 7Wisayn:

Mr. T. Davie and other members of 
the house have pr.'porty called intention 
to the act of Mr. l'.-'«\on in taking tho 
sinking fund which fnr years hud been ac- 
cumulating as tho loan act provided for 
Lite purpuBo of liquidating debentures. 
The Into finance minister clearly broke 
faith with tho provincial creditors by <-v 
pending the sinking fund, and by so doing 
impaired the credit of the province. It 
in evident that capitalists can have no 
faith in British Columbian act« of parlia- 
ment, if after money lent has been ex- 
pended tho provisions made for its pay- 
ment aro unscrupulously sot aside by an 
impecunio'Js ministry and tho winking 
fund made away with. Unfortunately 
Mr. Beaveu did not confine himself to 
getting rid of tho sinking fund. Alter 
that was guno ho committed the grave and 
unooiistil uliurml act of burrowing over 
sixty thousand dollars not only without 
authority, but in direct conflict with tin 
act which provided the ways and means 
whereby moneys required for d^ck on 
penditure should bo obtained. Whai 
makes the matter worse is that the act 
Mr. Beaven viohitod was one brought in 
by himself. After tho bb) empowering 
the government to raise money by issuing 
debentures at a certain rate of interest 
bad passed tho legislature and received 
tho assent of the lieutenant governor, ii 
became law and Mr. Beitve.n and the rest 
of the ministers were as much bound 
respec t the law as are all citizens. 1 1 is 
u fact winch caum t be denied, thai Mr. 
Beaven turned lawbreaker by not doing 
what the law ordered him to do, and by 
using tho debentures fur pawning pur- 
poses. It is doubtless tiuo that Mr. 
Beaven did not in writing agree to do 
posit the debentures with tho bank as 
security fur the overdraft; but it is 
equally true — for we have the statement 
of the bank manager 10 that effect — that 
Mr. Beaven verbally promised to do so. 
Indeed it was on that understanding that 
tho bank loaned Mr. Beaven over sixty 
thousand dollars. Some people think 
that the bank was too confiding when it 
assumed that Mr. Beavon's "word was as 
good as his bond. " Wo consider it gave 
him the benefit of the doubt on that trans- 
action. With the wisdom that comes af- 
ter an event it is likely to ho more cau- 
tious in future in any dealings it may 
have with -Mr. Beat en. During the pres- 
ent Session it will be necessary f..r the 
house to address itself to the grave un- 
constitutional conduct of the late finance 
minister. It is a well known principle i 
responsible government that no mini-tiy 
or minister can raise or expend any pub- 
lic money except in tho manner author- 
ized by parliament. Tho control of the 
purse strings i3 the great check parlia- 
ment has upon the government. From 
the days of J no. Hampden down many and 
serious have been the conflicts between 
the government aiming to be despotic and 
the people striving to be free Only after 
many great struggles has the supremacy 
of parliament been placed beyond dispute. 
What was at issue for centuries in ling- 
laud is now recognized in every portion of 
the globe where u -p.mnihle governmenl 
exists, that tho people whu supply the 
money with winch the government 
is carried on, and without which it 
cannot continue, shall through their 
representatives in parliament assembled 
decide how that money shall be raised 
and how it shall be spent. Nobody knows 
better than Mr Beaven the manner in 
which parliament authorized him to raise 
money and that ho disobeyed its authority 
and did that which bo bad no legal right 
to do. Often, indeed, har, Mr. Beaveii 
when pressed on tiiu "tyrant plea of 
necessity" for email sums for roads and 
schools refused the asked-for aid on the 
ground that parliamentary authority was 
first necessary, that he could only consti- 
tutionally act as tho legislature ordered 
him. Mr. Beaven's own conduot in the 
management of the finance department 
shows that ho is one of those who can 
"strain at a gnat and swallow a camel' 
What tho law is and what the constitu 
tional practice is when a minister breaks 
it is clearly laid down by Alpheus Todd, 
a recognized authority in his well known 
work "on parliamentary government." 
The following extracts hearing on Mr. 
Beavon's misconduct deserve the serious 
consideration of every member of parlia- 
linraont and every citizen: 

Pag<j 288 — "Whenever the crown has 
ventured upon occasions of public emerg- 
ency to iflBoe orders in council which ap- 
peared to sanction any departure from 
the laws of the land the necessity fur such 
.1 proceeding on the part of government 
has boon narrowly investigated by parlia- 
ment." 

Page 287— "It is an admitted principle 
that the crown has no r t n h t by a mere 
order in council to sanction a departure 
from the requirements of an existing law. 
It is competent to enforce by proclama- 
tion tho execution of any existing law, 
but it is not within 'tho power of the 
crown either to add to, niter or dispense 
with any law of tho laud. " 

Page 2tJ9 — "Any direct infringement 
of the law by a minister of tho executive 
government would render the offender 
liable in a court of justice to precisely tho 
same consequences aa if he were « private 
person. " 

Pago 300 — "If n ministry of the crown 
think (it to take upon themselves the re- 
sponsibility of directly infringing an ex- 
isting law they are bound to apply to par 
liament for an act of indemnity to relieve 
themselves and thono who have followed 
their directions in the particular matter 
from tholegal c msequeneea of their con 
duct. " 

As the caso at present stands it is clear 
that Mr. Beaven is personally responsible 
for tho amount of the sinking fund and 
for the sixty odd thousand illegally bor- 
rowed from the Bank of British Columbia. 
The only way he can ho relieved from 
this responsibility is by a bill of indem- 
nity which so f M r he has not had the cour- 
age to bring in. The wisdom of (his con- 
stitutional provision is solf ovidenl as ex- 
cept for this safeguard parliament would 
would have no chock upon such a minis- 
ter as Mr. Beaven who deliberately sets 
tho law at defiance.

Both gentlemen 
in their conversation! were extremely 
anti-English, mid were well supplied
